NATIONAL UNITY 


Recent world events have been scarin[ 


some countries to the point of insanity, bu 
may scare America back to sanity. Ther 
are evidences of such a miracle now. Th 
need of national unity is clearer than ever 
In a selfish, wicked and unpredictable world 
we have to take care of ourselves. Nobodj 
will do that for us. In fact, some nations wil 
take pleasure in making it as difficult as pos 
sible. Our closest international friends out 
side of this hemisphere have their own trou 
bles. We cannot count on the British navy 
any more—it has to cover too much terri 
tory. ,We have British good will, which is a 
moral help, but practically we are thrown 
upon our own resources as we have nevei 
been before. So we have got to hang to- 
gether, to save our own skins and property 
and ideals, and take care of our human and 
territorial responsibilities in this New World. 


It is reassuring to feel that this necessary 


unity has already begun to develop. The 
shock of foreign events tends to make us 
snuggle up together, in spite of our differ- 
ences of racial origin, political prejudice and 
social level. The current political campaign 
is less savage than many of us expected. Re- 
lations between capital and labor seem to be 
improving. There is more tendency for busi- 
ness and government to pull together for the 
restoration of prosperity. 


All this is admirable and necessary, and 


should go much farther. If it does, the very 
evils that alarm us in the rest of the world 
will be for us a blessing in disguise. For there 
is nothing attainable by mankind that we 
Americans, with our resources and opportu- 
nities, cannot accomplish if we work togeth- 
er, of our own free will, as fully as some°for- 
eign nations are doing under stern compul- 
sion.

When a patient has had a heart attack there 


mny bo a question as to whether the attack was 
duo to nnRinti pocloris—spa^m or partial closing 
ot the lai-Re blood vessel (aorta) into which the 
blood Is pumped from the heart or spasm of the 
small blood vessel supplying the henrt muscle— 
or to ronornry thrombosis where there has been 
bleeding forming a blood clot which clot closes or 
pnrtly closes the blood vessel to the heart muscle. 


Ordinarily angina pectorls passes away in a 


short time, seconds or minutes, whereas coronary 
thrombosis may last for hours or days. 


What may help physicians to know more defin- 


itely which trouble is present and the extent of 
tho danger present is the testing of the blood of 
the patient for its sedimentation rate—time tho 
blood takes to clot, or time it takes for the red 
blood cells to sink to the bottom of tho testing jar. 


Drs. J. E. F. Kisi'man and M. C. Brown in the 


American Journal of Medical Sciences state that 
the rato at which the red blood cells sink is in- 
creased—takes less time—.where there is actual 
tlssuo damage or infection. 
Coronary thrombosis 


with its clot can be shown to have a more rapid 
rato than angina pectorls which is just a spasm, 
not bleeding or infection. A normal rate of sedi- 
mentation or sinking ot the red cells on the fourth 
to twelfth day after an acute heart attack is good 
evidence that the attack was not coronary throm- 
bosis. 


The more rapid sedimentation rate is one of the 


most constant symptoms of coronary thrombosis 
especially within the llrst two weeks after the at- 
tack. You can readily see how this simple test will 
uot only tell tho physician whether tho attack was 
angina pectoris or the more serious coronary throm- 
bosis, but the sedimentation test tells him also 
tho exact condition ot the patient and the progress 
he is making or is likely to make. 


The progress of tho patient is reflected or told 


in the sedimentation rate and rest in bed is abso- 
lutely necessary until the rate nt which the red 
corpuscles in his blood sink is normal or stationary 
for three weeks. 


This simplo test is thus of great value in esti- 


mating damage 'done and the length of time rest 
n bed must be prescribed.
